Pauls, Dec. 10.-- In the senate to-il;iy, 
M. Challomet Lacour, in the couise of tho 
debate on the budget, said that the pres- 
ent was not the time to consider the hn- 
ances of France, but was rather tho time 
to <:oi'sider the future of France. He 
condemned the system pursued in the 
schools, which, he declared, .strmd; at tho 
root of the Lraditional principle id' paii ii- 
tal control. He aLtriliuted Llie exisimg 
evils to radic:dii;ni, and said th,.t FLwieJ, 
which had abandoned the most gloiioua 
of monarchies, was about to fall at the 
feet of the least of men. He appealed to' 
the right to join the left in saving the 
country. 1 1 was tho duty of the cabinet 
to check the movement toward tho abyss, 
but if instead of doing so the 
cabinet was doing all it could 
to hasten it, it was time to return to a 
policy of good sense. The speech created 
a great sensation, tho chaiiibcr rising 
ea masse, and cheering the speaker at its 
conclusion. M. Fleqtiet remarked that 
the speech of M. Challemet Lacotir might 
be analyzed aa an act of re)ioiitaiice, and 
an act of gootl faith. M. Lacour had 
ur>;ed France to look to the right for sal- 
vation. Several senators protested 
against this remark. M. Floijuot, con- 
tinuing, said he had not solicited the 
[luwor which had been imposed upon him. 
During the time ho had been in office he 
had tried to concentrate the parties of 
tho left. Tho policy of tho cabinet had been 
both wise and republican. In forniiug tho 
cabinet ho had introduced tho propo.-<iil lo 
re-establish single iiieiiiber conf/.ituencios 
in order to be able to continue tho strug- 
gle. At this point M. Floquet suddenly 
left the tribunal amid murmurs of aston- 
ishment. M. Leon Say expressed his re- 
grot that M. Floquet's reply to M. f^hal- 
lomet Lacour had not risen to tlui occa- 
sion, M. Say's remarks created great 
uproar. M. Tolain defended the policy of 
the minister. M. Floquet announced that 
if necessary he would introduce new legis- 
lation to combat tha danger of Boulang- 
ism. The senate udjounied amid i;reat 
agitation.
